EUROPE. 

Dublin, June 4. — McCoan, M.P-, 
in'a' letter to- Freeman's Jouriial, con- 
cerning his vvitliilrawal from tlio Piir- 
neliite party, aays the aim of four or 
live gentlemen, who obliviously force 
Parnell's hand, have long becjn devel- 
oped beyond the policy of honeat land 
reform and federal home rule. Jfc 
s&ya be cannot continue to innintain 
even nominal relations with veiled 
communism and rebellion, lie UKsert.s 
there are other men in the party who 
tiiink as he does, but they are eowcd 
for fear of thoir seats in parliament. 

Paris, June -4. — At a meeting of 
the Suez Canal Company to day the 
j)roposal of De Lesseps to examine into 
a jiroject for the construction of a sec- 
ond canal across the isthmus was 
adopted unanimously. De Lesseps as- 
sured the meeting that the English di- 
rectors were giving local assistance, and 
prophesied that another canal will be 
built. 

Pakis, June 4. — While endeavoring 
to extinguish a lire in a chemical store 
here, one fireman was killed, and ten 
were severely woundetl. 

Dublin, June 4.— James Carey, and 
the other informers who testified at the 
trial of tne Phumix park murderers, 
have been notilied that they must indi- 
cate places out of the country to which 
they wish to be sent. Carey protested 
that ho would remain in Dublin, but 
the authorities pointed out that they 
would receive no police protection, and 
that under no condition would they be 
allowed to remain in Ireland. 

LoxDON, June 4. — The statement in 
a Paris dispatch that a duel with swords 
was fought on the Swiss frontier yes- 
terday, between George Cassaganac 
and an old sergeant major, in which 
the former bad his throat scratched, is 
denied. 

St. "PETEusBunci, June 1. — Secret 
inquiry into the riot which occurred 
in tiic streets of St. Petersburg last 
Monday evening, shows that it was in- 
stigated by nihilists. 

London, Juno 5. — ^Tbe summer 
meeting of the Ascot opened to-day. 
The gold vase, valued at 200 sove- 
reigns, given by her Majesty, was won 
by J. Johnstone's Border Minstrel, Ir- 
vine© llagroscope second, and Lord 
Pioseberry's Bonny Jean third, .six 
starters. 

The bill to prevent corrupt jiractices 
at elections pas-sed the second read- 
ing in the Coinmon>i last evening. 

Lord Duflerin has been decorated 
with the grand cross of the Order of 
the Bath. 

London, June 5.— The race for the 
Prince of Wales' stakes for three-year- 
olds was won by Lord Falmouth's Gal- 
liard, wiioran third in the race for the 
Derby; Duke of Hamilton's Ossian sec- 
ond, and Lord Bradford's Lascoon 
third. 

Beulin, June 5. — One hundred and 
forty-two soldiers at Posen were acci- 
dentally poisoned. The condition of 
the men is dangerous. 

London, June, 5. — In a recent de-- 
bate in the Hou'U! of Commons, Sir 
William Ilarcourt, Home Secretary, 
implied that Lord Ro?ebery, in the 
capacity of Under Secretary for the 
Home Department, was specially ciiar- 
gcd with Scotch interests merely as a 
temporary plan intended to propitiate 
Scotch members. This statement of 
the Home Secretary has oflurided Lortl 
liosobery, who, on entering the House 
of Lords, took a seat apart from his col- 
leagues and evidently threatened to re- 
sign, and, it is asserted, has already 
written to Gladstone acquainting him 
with his intention. It is still hoped 
the matter will be settled. 

Dlmilin, June 5. — Edward Harring- 
ton, editor of the Kerry SeiUinel, and 
a printer of that paper wore each sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for six months 
on account of the publication \n the 
oflBce of the Sentinel of a placard invit- 
ing persons to join the Invincililes .'tud 
attend the meetings. They will ap- 
peal from their sentences. Two com- 
positors on the paper pleaded guilty of 
assisting in the publication of the card 
and were each sentenced to two month.

Tho few readers of the Statuhird must 
be amazed and disyusted at tho extraor- 
dinary tone of his rcicent loading articles 
on the KO^'crnuiuut policy. Scarcely ten 
(lays ago ho went into a violent fit of hys- 
terica over'a dispatch which he professed 
to have received from Ottawa on tho Sot- 

.tlenientbUlyiincl.while reluctantly adinit- 
tirig''l]ial th'o Dominion government had 
agreed to grant §750,000 to the province 
in full discharge of all liability for rail- 
way constvuctinn, he proceeded to un- 
.settlo tho minds of people resident on the 
Island by asserting that the sum was not 
intended to bo applied to tho construc- 
tion'bf the Island railway, but was to bo 
spent on roads, 'streets and bridges on 
tho mainland. I'liis outrageous falsehood 
was followed by the a.ssertiuu rliat at the 
last minute there liad been legislation on 
the matter at Ottawa and that the SToO,- 
000 could not, therefore, bo applied to 
the purpose of Ishmd railway construe- 
tiofi. The groundless and ill-advised as- 
sertion of tho wretched specimen of joui - 
iialism to which we refer was exposed at 
the time iu these columns; and that im-- 
posc is made still more ellective by the re- 

^miirks of Sir, John Macdonald on the clos- 

""ing day'bf ' iho ses-sion. Sir John thoii 
stated that tho sum of .^5750,000 would be 
applied to tho construction of the Island 
railway ami to no other object, aiul that 
there wnukl be no legislation this session 
on the new terms. 'I'hia statement ■•voiihl 
he aulHcient to cause an ordinary prevari- 
cator to, retire from the business and 
adopt a more respectable means of gain- 
ing a livelihood. I5ut our contemporary 
IH not an ordinary prevaricator. Long 
experience has made him an accomplisli- 
«d fibber, and in spite of the declaration 
of Sir John Macdonald and the testi- 
mony of the members who have just re- 
turned ffpm Ottawa, ho refuses to with- 
draw h'is 'assertions that the §750,000 is 
not to bo applied to Island railway con- 
struction and that thon^ was legislation 
on the subject on the last day of tiiu ses- 
sion. Wo have he.ird of men who wore 

» credited with having "more cheek than 
aW army 'mule;" but we never oncounter- 
ed a specimen of the animal before. Sir 
John said on this point — 

"There v. . re also some questions aris- 
ing out of :irrar;geiuents respecting lands 
ill connection with tlie Canadian Pacilie 
Itailway and the question of the liability 

- nranpposcd liability uf tlie Doiuiiiion gov- 
ernniBUt to const niet the Island railway. 
With regard to the last mentioned it was 
agreed that on getting a receipt, in full for 
all the obligations of tlu'Duininiou respect- 
ing this railway, the dominion siiould 
contribute tho sum agreed to by the i.ite 

-:govornnient — §750, OUO." 
■' Language could not well be more ex- 
plicit. It is seen at a glance that tlie 
subsidy is intended for tho Island rail- 
way and for i:o other purpose; yot the 
(!X-oi'gan refuses to retract the injurious 
HlaLemcnt that is calculated to unsettle 
the value of every man's real estate and 
causOralntost a panic, in business and 
flnancidl circles. On tho subject of logis- 
hitinn the Canadian preniior said — 

"It was to be regretted that 
a diUerenco between the Act passed 

,by. the British Columbia govern- 
ment and the agreement which was made 
prevented the passing of a concurrent act 
by the Canadian Parliament during its 
present session, but he had no apprehen- 
sion of a deadlock from this caiifio." 

"Ho who runs may read" this language 
and understand that there was no legisla- 

.-■tion'on the new terms. iJut still tliecon- 

:VVi*tM.tWharp'evaricali^ '"holds the fort" 

'-against all comers and refuse to withdraw 
;his disgraceful mis-statement. Afexy days 
agio the announcement ivas "made through 
77it; ('vhinist that tho mainland railway 
belt would be thrown open to settlement 
at §1 per acre in accurdance with tlie 
terms of the Settlement bill. This state- 

. mont was hotly disputed by tho ISkindard 
which said ihat tho lands wore not open to 
settlement at any price and that even if 
tlioy were they would not be sold' lower 
than those of the Northwest — §2.50 an 
.acre. What says Sir John on this point ; 
Listen: 

"It was the intention of the government 
to instruct Mr. Trutch to open a land 
office for the purpose of putting the land 
along the line (jf railway into the market 
and opening it up f(jr settlement. It was 
part of the agreement that those lands 
should be placed in the market on liberal 
terms, and speaking approximately, he 
tpreaumed they would be ofi"ored ut the 
nomirial price of one dollar per aero or 
thereabouts. As a great portion of those 
lands had been stpiatted upon, the Can- 
adian govornnient had also agreed that the 
settlers should have the riglit to all un- 
improved land at the ordinary price. 
There would bo no obstruction to the 
settlement . in consequence.' of . the post- 
ponement of work on the island." 

In tho face of this declaration the 
hundreds of settlers who are pouring iiit(j 
ilio country with the object of taking n[i 
land on tho railway belt are met on the 
very threshold of the province with the 
false statement that the lands will not be 
thrown open this year and that when they 
are thrown ope.i— i)erhapH ton years hence 
— tho rate at which they will be oll'ered is 
§2. fit) per aero. Is it any wonder that 
some of the new-cemers on reading the 
.■articles of our eontem|)orary appear half 
■disposed to turn back and jiroceod no 
further than Victoria towards the goal (/f 
their hopes] Is it any wonder that busi- 
[less nien hesitate to make iiivestments or 
that the mainland 'real estate market is 
dull and Hat when statements such as 
those to which we liave referred arc suf- 
r.fered to go nnr'ebukod? Our contenipor- 
■firy's latest ' " 'discovery " is that 
the local government have been 
"ignored" at Ottawa and tJiat their 
policy is a "fiz/.lo."- Wo have .shown that 
on every point upon it up tho ijliuuhtid 
has professed to furnish iiiforiiiation it 
ha8,-,malioiously falaified tho record, mis- 
led itsroaders and damaged the country, 
in 'a littlis ivhile ■ it will be seen that its 
inipudent assertion that the government 
.are "ignored" and their policy has "fiz- 
zled" is quite as baseless as the rnblic 
Enemy's previous declarations. But he 
■^'will still be found persisting in hia wick- 
, ednesH in spite of the most solemn olllcial 
declarations of jthe..Oanadii premier and 
others in a position to know the exact po- 
sition of aiiairs. It is not unreascuialde 
to hojjo that the [uiblicatioii of a few 
more articles of the character of which 
we~cbmplain.';will, .cause the Standard to

DEPRESSED TONE OF HIS PAPER. 



Lord Randolph Churchill contributes 
to the Fwtniijhtli/ Review for INIay an 
firticle bearing tho title — "Elijah's 
mantle; April 19tli, 18S.'5." The occa- 
sion of the article is the unveiling by 
Sir Stailbrd Northcote of the statue to 
Lord Beaconslield; its object the indi- 
cation of tlie line of policy which must 
be followed if the C'on.servative party 
is to be. re-established in power, by the 
manV whoever he may be, uppa whom 
the ninntlo of Elijah lia.s descendod. 
Through almost evi.'ry senteiioo there 
runs a feeling of doprcssron. "If 
Lord Beaconsticld's spirit cou'd for a 
moment animate his .statue'' — these 
wi)rd8 strike the. key-note of Lord Htui- 
dolpU'ij '^moralizings. No opportunity 
is lost of comparing tho grcatneah uf 
the departed leader with the weakiiGss 
of the present leaders of tho (Jonstu-va- 
tivo party. In ptirtijular, every 
chance is taken of making a thrust at 
Sir Staflbrd Northcoto. 'The sinjecli of 
Sir Stafford at tho recent ceremony is 
made to strike back upon its author. 

"It is curious and dillicult of ex- 
planation that the three features tif 
fioril Beaconslield's career which his 
[laiiegyrist singled out, 'force of eliar- 
actor, genius, undaunted courage,' 
which one would have thought that a 
quart(!r of a century of constant asso- 
ciation would have communicatcfd, at 
any rate, to sonio e.xtciit, to F^ord 15ea- 
constield's chief lieutenant, should be 
precisely the qualities which tlu? great, 
est friends of Sir Stafford Nortbcote 
declai'O are conspicuous by their ab- 
sence in the leader of the 0])positioii 
in the House of Comnior.s. It is gen- 
erally believed the other three features 
insisted upon by the orator, 'unweary- 
ing (latience, perfect temper, and 
great niagiuiniinity,' )Sir Stailbrd North- 
cote possesses in jierliaps superlluous 
abundance." Lord Salisbury also 
comes in for 

ADVICUSK CltlTKUSM, 

more especially on aeeount of his re- 
marks on the (,'Vo of the ceremony, 
when ho condemned in forcible lan- 
guage "the temptation" wliieli, he saiil, 
"was strong in many politicians to 
gain the victory by bringing into the 
lobby men whose princijiles were I'li- 
vergent, and whose combined forces 
therefore would not lead to any wliole- 
.sonie victory." This ma.Kiin is, i..ord 
Llandolpli argue.s, completely at variance 
with the whole political life of Lord 
Bcaconsfield. History is ransacketl to 
show that Mr. Disraeli's most brilliant 
coups were efTected by allying himself 
at the proper moment with men whose 
political views were repugnant to his 
own. It was by . this means that in 
■1852 Lord John sRussell, in ,1857 ami 
1858 Lord Palmerston, in 1866 and iii 
in 1873 Mr. Gladstone, W(!rc put in a 
minority. That this policy has not 
been adoptt!d by the (Opposition is made 
matter of complaint: 

"During the present Parliament, if 
Lord Beaconstield's jiolitical wisdom 
had imbued hi.s lieutenants, Mr. Glad- 
stone's .Government might have been 
placed" in a minority more than once, 
with great consequent loss of virtue 
and honor to. themselves. Nor would 
it have been in any way incumbent 
upon the Conservatives to have taken 
advantage of any defeat of Mr. Glad- 
stone bjf;.grasping at olBpe -.themsplves. 
To have weakened and discredited the 
Libw-al majority, by hostile diyisions 
and ro])eated attacks, would not only 
have been fair, but in my opinion was 
imperative, in dealing with a Govern- 
lueiit who had obtained ollice by meth- 
ods more unscrupulous than were ever 
yet resorted to by English politicians." 

J^ord Randolph sums up the real 
moral of Mr. Disraeli's long series of 
parliamentary tactics as follows: 

"Take ofiice only when it suits you, 
but put the Government in a minority 
whenever you can decently. * * 
Whenever, by an unfortunate concur- 
rence of circumstances, an Opposition 
is compelled to support the Govern- 
ment, the support should be given wiirh 
a kick, and not with a earcs.% and 
should be withdrawn at tho first avail 
able moment" — and this policy, Lord 
Randolph thinks, Lord Salisbury 
probably appreciates, notwithstanding 
his I'ecent utterances, though deeming 
it inexpedient to proclaim it. 

The "Dual Control," as the joint 
leadership of Lord Salisbury and Sir 
Stafford Northeote is cont(!riiptuously 
called, receives uncompromising con- 
liemnation. Lord Randoljih is of 
oiiinion that when the Conservatives 
ar(; in Ojiposition it is th(>n of the 
greatest advantage that the leadttr of 
the party be a member of tho House 
of Lorda 

A TOrtV MIN'OUITV 

in the House of Commons is, unless 
assisted by the Irish or by the Whigs, 
perfectly impotent. It is to tlu; 
House of Lords that, at such a time, 
the Conservatives of the country look 
for the maintenance of their priiK'i|)les, 
for the rejection or modilication of e.v- 
isling legislation, and for the ellective 
control of a Government aiming at 
great constitutional changes. 

"The large Tory majority in the 
Upper House, well and wisely handled 
by a statesman ^[lossessing the full con- 
lidence of the entire jiarty in and out 
of Parliament, can fulfil these duties 
with safety and succesSi. * * * 
Nothing .panibo tuore.destructivo * * 
than the existence iti the ' Hou.se of 
Commons of a leader of co-ordinate 
authority with the statesman who may 
bo leading tho Lords. No other re- 
sult of such an arrangement can be 
looked for than divided councils, timid' 
operations, distracted followers, broken 
ranks, constant failure." 

The conclusion of the article in as 
follows: — 



"Speaking ; at Manchester in 1871, 
by ttieialteration of a letter in a quo- 
tation from the Vulgate, he (]\[r. Dis- 
raeli) revealed the policy which ought 
to guide Tory leaders at the present 
time: — Sdnildi sdnildtiini, oninia .<(iiiit- 
ti.1.

Jesse ,Col lings. >.f public^, gnd;j,private 
thrift must animate''' tlie'wli'olej- for it 
is from public thrift that^tjifi.. .funds 
for these largesses can be driiwn, and 
it is by [irivate thrift alone ^ha^ their 
results can be utilized and appreciated.; 

The expression 'Tory' ' i)embcracy| 
has excited the wonder of somoj the a- 
larm of others, and great and bitter 
ridicule from the U uiical parly. * 
* * * But tho 'Tory Democracy' 
mav yet (?xist; the elements for its 
composition only require to Ije coUect-^ 
ed, and the labour may some day be ef- 
fected by the man, wiioover he may be, 
upon whonr-thc mantle of Elijah huade- 
scended." 



An Old l<sff|(illi Eleotion So&sre 

It was in tho year 17C8, whin the po- 
litical pot was boiling furiously iii Kng- 
land, and when there was much pulling 
and hauling throughout tho realm for fhe 
securing of place and power, that the fol- 
lowing incident occurred. The electicr.i 
was for two members of parliament for 
tho borough of Berwick •on-1',weed. At 
the time there wcru living in London— on- 
gaged there for a season — several hundred 
non-resident freemen, so called, entitled 
to vote in Berwick, 'I'huso London dwel- 
lers wore govprnmont people, and were to 
vote ffi^. thq; friends of: tho premier. The 
two candidates of"the' party iu power had 
spent largo sums towards securing their 
return and, with the aid of their London 
adherents, their eJeeiiim was sure; and 
that there might be u,i mistake about the 
voting of these last named constituents, 
the government candidates chartered '.wja 
vessels for the purpose of carrying tiie 
freemen to Berwick-'on-Tweeid direct by 
water; and, that there might ho no hitch 
in the matter, they jiaid every shilling of 
probable and possible o-xponse — even to 
the fare of the last voter. >Iust in the 
nick of tinio, Mr. Taylor, one of tho op- 
poMition candidates, went to LordDeliival, 
the other candtdate,^and said to him, 
"i\Iy lord, how much will you give me if 
I make our election sure?" Delaval leaped 
to his feet. Ah yot neither of them had 
paid out a shilling, while the other side 
had boon pouring out their money with- 
out stint. "Anything you want," said 
Delaval. . ".Then .give .me .JE'IQO."^ flis 
lordship drew .bis .check and gave it! to 
Mr. Tiiylor, who took it' to'the bank .ind 
got gidd for it, ;iud then sought tho 
owner of the two vessels which were to 
convoy the voters to Berwick; and to that 
individual he od'ered the gold if ho would 
simply run those two vessels full of voters 
over upon the coast of Norway instead of 
taking them direct tO their true and pro- 
per destination. SVhatever may have 
been tlie shipowner's political preference, 
he certainly was a lover of gold. Ue look 
the £-100, the voters were spirited away 
across the North Sea, and Mr. Taylor and 
Lord Delaval secured tHeIr seat8,-^io?if/<»i 
Tidflit. 



Lord Dun.morc'3 O'bsorvatioas or, tho 
Canadian Pacific. 

CiiicAdo, June 4. — Charles Adolplius 
iMorray,. earl of Dunmore, of Scotland, 
who has boon traveling over tho Canadian 
Pacitic railroad, arrived hero yesterday 
afternoon. The road, ho said, was com- 
pleted to Dunmore, about twelve miles 
from the Saakatichoman rivqr. The 
road follows th6 old trail of the Hudson 
Bay people from Quappllo to Cypress 
hill. South from Winnipeg to the Bran- 
don the country is settled, and from 
there on "to Regina farms lay one mile 
back on each side of tho track. At Lidian 
Head the Bell Farm company will have 
its first harvest this year. One furrow 
on this farm is four miles long. Regina 
has been chosen by tho governmont of the 
northwest territory as its capital. Tho 
earl thinks Moose .Jaw, Medicine Hat 
and Calgarry, ;it tho foot of the llocky 
niountaiiiSjU ill eclipse it in business facil- 
ities shortly. He says .that last week, 
near Dunmore, a humboi:' 6f yPieg^n In- 
dians came over from the American side 
and stampeded 112 horses, belonging to 
railroad contractors, which had not been 
recovered. Track-laying is proceeding at 
the rate of foui miles a day. Land is 
being held at high figures at dillorcnt 
lioints. At Regina and Winnipeg it will 
cost, as much as iift Chicago. Lord Dun- 
more loaves for Scotland June 27th, and 
will return in August.
